I am sorry that we couldn’t have 
broken the records. It would have been 
exciting. But perhaps it is as well, I[t has 
certainly been a comfortable ride.’’

Ex-President Grover Cleveland has sent

Princeton, N. J., Oct. 25, 1005. 
My dear Mayor MoClellan: Not being a 
| resident of New York City, I am not sure 
| that I ought to concern myself with its munici- 
| pal politics. I find it impossible, however, to 
| outgrow my interest in all that affects the 
| welfare and fair fame of the city of my former 
| residence, or to forget the kindness and con- 
| Sideration of my former neighbors. 

If this were not my condition of mind, I

ALARM FOR $53,500 IN BONDS. 


Ticker Told of Their Disappearance— 
Found an Hour Later. 


In some way $53,500 worth of Union 
Pacific bonds were recovered yesterday 
by the Pinkerton Agency within an hour 
of the time in which their loss had been 
made public.

BLAST IMPERILS A TRAIN. 


Tunnel Explosion Shatters Wall 
Long Island City Station. 


Just before a Whitestone train was to 
leave the station of the Long Island 
Railroad in Long Island City last night a 
brick wall within two feet of the train 
was shattered by a blast in the tunnel 
beneath. There was a terrific noise, and 
the flying mortar and bricks made the 
trainmen think the whole bottom of the 
yard was going to fall out. Nobody was 
hurt, but the engineer who was to take 
out the Whitestone train had a narrow 
escape. 

The brick wall runs for several blocks 
along Borden Avenue and forms the 
boundary of the Long Island Railroad 
yards. The tunnel contractors dug a 
trench beside it some time ago and weak- 
ened the foundations. When the blast 
went off last night part of the wall fell 
solidly against the front car of the train 
and leaned there, intact. Another stretch 
of it broke into pieces and covered two 
or three tracks with débris.

“Now that’s all I ask. Sometimes I 
could not make them look at things my 
way; that was my misfortune. But all 
I had to do was to be able to show 
them that any measure was for the 
| country’s good and I knew they_ would 
stand for it. I don’t want any Senator 
or any Congressman to vote for anything 
I favor just because I favor it, but I 
don’t want him to vote against it just 
| because I favor it. And there were certain 
very worthy men in both houses of Con- 
| gress who insistently went against the 
| realization of their most cherished ob- 
jects in the past as soon as I took them 
up. 

‘““Now from the representatives of 
Louisiana 1 was sure of support, whether 
it was a question of building up and 
| Keeping at a high point of efficiency the 
| United States Navy, or whether it was 
a question of building the Panama Canal. 
And, mind you, gentlemen, the two ques- 
tions go together. 

“One thing that, as President of this 
country, I won't do is to make a bluff 
| that I can’t make good. 
/on behalf of the Nation, to take any po- 
| sition until I have carefully thought out 
whether that position will be advanta- 
geous to the Nation, but if I take it I am 
going to keep it, and I am going to keep 
it no matter what outsider goes the other 
way. 

No Respect for Brawling Nations. 
“And I am sure that you, gentlemen, 
know it has been an utter mistake to 
think of me as a man desirous of seeing 
i this Nation quarrelsome, this 
eager to get into trouble. 
spect either for the nation or for the in- 
dividual that brawls, that invites trouble, 


|}and I want to see this Nation do as the 
individual man in the Nation who respects 
himself should do—scrupulously regardful 
} of the rights of others and honesfly en- 
deavoring to avoid all cause of difficulty. 

But I want, on behalf of this Nation, the 
peace that comes, not to the coward who 
| cringes for it, but the peace of the just 
man armed who asks it as a right. 

“And now, listenir to the greeting of 
the Governor and tHe Mayor this after- 
noon, [ felt at once very proud and very 
humble. I have been greeted with words 
far above my worth; far above what is 
merited by what I have done. [Cries of 
‘“No, no!’’] I didn’t say that for the 
purpose of asking your dissent from it. I 
don't say anything unless I mean it. 

““f came down to see this body of men 
; this afternoon with a heart full of grati- 
| tude to them for having displayed through 
the trials of the hard Summer that has 
passed those qualities of heroism which 
we like to think of as distinctly Ameri- 
;can,. And, gentlemen, in coming among 
| you this afternoon, I have the feeling of 
}@ man who, having been at headquar- 
ters, but nut in action, goes to see a regi- 
ment that has been in action. 

“T know that you understand, gentle- 
men, that the Governor and Mayor, at 
any time during the past Summer, had 
but to request my presence, and I would 
have come down here at once, at any 
| time when I could have been of the slight- 
est assistance to you in the magnificent 
struggle you were waging. 

“And I wish to express the profound 
appreciation and gratitude of all Ameri- 
cans toward you, our 
who have borne the heat and burden’ of 
the contest during the long day that has 
been passing. And I want to say that in 
actual war there can be no greater and 
more effective heroism than was shown 
by those who stayed here at their posts 
and by those who, being away, came 
back to aid in the fight of their fellows 
in distress. 

‘You have had your martyrs, among 
them my dear lamented friend, Archbish- 
op Chapelle, but you have your proud 
memories of service rendered and the 
thrill that comes with the victory you 
have already won, and I have been both 
amused and irritated at the comments 
sometimes made by people who live in 
jother communities that were not in 
danger.

| Steel.and Iron in Old Plaza Hotel as 
Good as New. 


The’ steel and iron that made up 
the framework of the Plaza Hotel, at 
| Fifth Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street, | 
which has been torn down to make room | 
for a new eighteen-story hotel of the same 
| name, has been found to be as good as 
| new, although the old building was erect- 
ed over-twenty years ago. 

“There is not a scale on those beams |

As to Flammer—He’s Brave, 
Courteous and Generous. 


SAW HIS DUTY AND “DID IT 


A Rap at the U. S, Senate—District At- 
torney Anti-Nothing Now Ex- 
cept Anti-Boss. 


“The real issue of this campaign is not 
municipal ownership, but Murphy owner- 
ship,”’ remarked District Attorney Jerome 
last night, and more than two thousand 
residents of the upper east side who had 
gathered in Bohemian National Hall to 
listen to his speech cheered lustily. 

It was the first time in the campaign 
that an address in a foreign tongue has 
been made at a meeting attended by the 
candidate himself. The district is largely 
Bohemian, and President Thomas Capek 
of the Slavic Alliance told his country- 
men in their native language how to 
mark their ballots for Jerome. In doing 
so he used the name of Hearst with such 
frequency that some of the non-Slavic 
listeners began to suspect him of putting 
in a few licks on the quiet for the head 
of the Municipal Ownership ticket. This 
was denied, however, by those who knew. 

Faithful to his promise, Mr. Jerome 
took up the resignation of Mr. Flammer. 

‘*Something has occurred in the last 
twenty-four hours that calls for my com- 
ment,”’ he said. “It is the action of Mr. 
Flammer, formerly a Justice, and a re- 
spected Justice, in this city. He had al- 
ways been closely affiliated with the Na- 
tional party he supported, and he con- 
sented to run as its candidate, doing this 
because he believed it to be a party serv- 
ice, and doing it because, as I understand, 
it seemed to him that in this campaign 
there were no other issues but those be- 
tween one party and the other. 

“ But soon as it appeared to him 
that there had come into this campaign 
a moral issue transcending the questions 
of National political lines—the issue 
whether a free people should have its 
way, the boss his—then, like a brave, 
patriotic, generous man, he withdrew in 
my favor; not because he was not willing 
to give those named against him a fight 
for the office to which he had been nomi- | 
nated and which he had accepted; but be- | 
cause it seemed to him a patriotic duty |

‘It was a generous and courteous act,” 
Mr. Jerome resumed, “‘ and he should re- 
ceiye his meed of applause at the hands | 
ot everybody who appreciates a generous ; 
act dictated by a high motive. When it 
was felt throughout this great city that 
something was at stake beyond a mere} 
question of candidates; when it was felt | 
that the real and vital issue was whether 
we should be free, or whether, like most 
of the great communities in this loved 
land of ours, we should be under the foot 
of a boss, then he yielded to your will. 

“And he yielded not because he feared | 
my candidacy, not because he feared that 
at your hands he might get less votes} 
than I did, but from a high and patriotic 
motive, a motive that does him honor. 
Not that my candidacy, or that I, was of | 
such importance. It makes little differ- 
ence in the battle what becomes of the 
standard bearer, of the soldier who car- 
ries the flag.

Willlam R. Hearst made a whirlwind 
tour through Brooklyn last night and at 
the Clermont Avenue Rink faced an audi- 
ence that packed that biggest of all meet- 
ing places in the borough. He received a 
tremendous ovation. Mrs. Hearst went 
along with her husband and witnessed | 
the demonstration that followed his ap- | 
pearance on the platform. 

The audience, which numbered at least 
5,000, waited patiently until long after 

| 10 o‘clock for Mr. Hearst to arrive. As | 
many more attended the overflow meet- | 
ings in the street. ( 

It was apparent at a glance that the 
audience was made up largely of working- 
men. Several labor organizations had 
paraded to the hall with bands of music. 

The appearance of Mr. Hearst on the 
platform was the signal for a tremendous

stration lasted ten minutes. Then a band | 
in the gallery struck up *‘ The Star-Span- | 
gled Banner.’

| “I thank you for this hearty welcome,” 
said Mr. Hearst when quiet finally was 
restored, 

“Don’t mention it; you have done as 
much for us,”’ cried A man in the audience. 
4 Mr. Hearst sailed in to what he termed 
a new trust he had dug up since he began 
to run for Mayor, He dubbed it the “ po- | 
litical] trust.””. When he referred to Sen- | 
ator McCarren as one of its agehts there 
was prolonged hissing and booing. 

With the exception of the part that had 
to do with the Brooklyn apid Transit 
Company, and what he would do to that 
corporation if he were elected, and a 
promise that he would give the people of 
New York 55 cent gas, his speech was 
largely a repetition of what he has said 
at other meetings. Both promises made 
a hit. The audience had almost as many 
boos and hisses for the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transits they -had for McCarren. 

‘‘A Mayor that wasn’t a politicab trust 
office boy,"’ said Mr. Hearst, ‘‘ would pro- 
ceed through his Corporation Counsel to 
make the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 
pany live up to the requirements of the 
law by prosecuting in the courts an action 
to forfeit the charters of its subsidiary 
companies unless they complied with the 
provisions of their charters. 

““A very estimable newspaper has quot- 
ed me as saying in one of my speeches 
that I could bring about municipal own- 
ership of gas and traction in thirty days. 
Of course, I never said that. But some 
action looking to this could be begun in 
thirty minutes after I had taken office, 
and I pledge you that it will be done. If 
I am elected Mayor I will appoint such a 
Corporation Counsel and improve your} 
traction situation at once.” 

Mr. Hearst emphasized at his Clermont 


there was no confiscation in his pro- 
gramme for municipal ownership. 

“We are more strongly opposed to con- 
fiscation than any of the other parties,”’ | 
he said. ‘* We are against not only the} 
public confiscation of private property, 
but we are against the confiscation by 
private individuals of public property.”’ 

From the Clermont Avenue Rink Mr. 
Hearst went to ‘Metropolitan Saenger 
Hall, Pitkin Avenue and Washington 
Street, Brownsville. He fou ‘t packed 
to the doors, and at least 1,000 persons 
outside. The crowd cheered him for 
nearly ten minutes, 

Mr. Hearst said that if he were Mayor 
and the city could take the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company, which it ought | 
to do, he would spend the profits in pro- | 
viding new equipment and bettering the | 
service. 

When. he left the hall Mr. Hearst was 
recognized by the crowd in the street and 
addressed them from his automobile. 

Before he went ’o the. meeting at the| 
Clermont Ave.ude Rink “Mr. Hearst ad- 
dressed 2,500 persons in the Turn Verein 
Hall at Highty-fifth Street and Lexington 
Avenue, From there he went to Williams- 
burg, where he spoke in Liederkranz Hall 
and Apollo Hall in Manhattan Avenue, 

The Hearst party started in automo- 
biles from the Hoffman House a little 
after 8 o'clock. The first stop was made 
at the Hearst residence at Twenty-eighth 
Street and Lexington Avenue, where Mr. 
Hearst was to join the party. 

While the long line of automobiles stood 
chug-chugging, ready to start, Mr. Hearst | 
with his wife came out of the house and 
boarded a Lexington Avenue car on which 
they journeyed to the Turn Verein Hall, 
There was a big crowd in the street that 
cheered uproariously as they alighted 
in front of the hall.

Fear Complications That Might — 
Follow Precipitate Action. 


STILL PERIL OF FRICTION 


British Ambassador Says He Will Urge 
Officials of Newfound- 
land to be Moderate.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—While the 
most critical points in the Newfoundland 
fisheries controversy apparently have 
been settled, a letter from Secretary Root 
to Secretary Shaw, made public to-day, 
points out there is still ground for pos- 
sible friction and expresses a wish that 
pending negotiations in progress 


American fishermen and local officials 
avoid any precipitate action in the as- 
sertion of what they conceive to be their 
rights. The promulgation of the letter 
followed a conference between Secretary 
Root and Sir Mortimer Durand, the Brit- 
ish Ambassador. The letter follows: 


“ DEPARTMENT OF STATS, 
‘WASHINGTON, Oct. 25, 1005, 

“To the Secretary of the Treasury: 

“Sir: The immediate difficulty experi- 
enced by the American fishing fleet on 
the treaty coast of Newf®undland appears 
to be happily disposed of. There are, 
some other questions bearing 
upon the relations between the recent leg- 
islation of Newfoundland and American 
rights under the treaty of 1818 with 
Great Britain, from which, in default of 
a clear understanding, further difficulties 
may possibly arise. These questions aré 
now under consideration by the two Gov- 
ernments, with a confident expectation 
of reaching a satisfactory conclusion. 

‘In the meantime I wish to bring fo 
the attention of our American fishermen 
some expressions contained in a recent 
letter received by me from the British 
Ambassador. He says: 

**IT note with satisfaction that the Govern- 
ment of the United States will do everything in

General Appraisers, and, if necessary, in 


the courts, to obtain a lower duty. It is 
understood that importers who deal in 
high-grade rubies and emeralds will op- 
nose their effort, and that many of the 
1etail jewelers, fearing an unfavorable 
eftect on the value of natural rubies, will 
join in the opposition, The jewelers say 
that rubies are second in impcrtance only 
to diamonds, and fine specimens of 
pigeon-blood rubies are the most valuable 
stones in the world. 

More than forty protests against the 
duty have been filed by the firms import- 
ing the reconstructed rubies, which are 
made of ruby dust or sand or cuttings 
from other rubies. The duty is 50 per 
cent., the product being described as a 
manufactured article not especially enu- 
merated in the tariff schedules. The im- 
porters desire to get a 10 per cent. duty, 
which can be done if the aythorities clas- 
sify the product by similitude as precious 
stones. This proposed classification 
very distasteful to the importer of nat- 
ural rubies. He says that if adopted it 
would open the door for irresponsible 
tradesmen to sell as natural rubies the 
manufactured roduct, declaring that 
their character had the Government’s in- 
dcersement, as shown by the customs rec- 


ords.

Automobile of W. H. Vanderbilt’s 
Grandson Killed a Girl. 





DAMAGES OF $4,000 IMPOSED 


Shepard to Appeal—His Counsel Say 
He Is Being Made a Scapegoat— 
imprisonment Postponed. 


PARIS, Oct. 26.—The Ninth Correction- 
al Tribunal of the Seine to-day sentenced 
Elliott Fitch Shepard, son of the late Col. | 
Biliott F. Shepard of New York and a 
Grandson of the late W. H. Vanderbilt, 
to three months imprisonment and $120 
fing, and to pay $4,000 damages to the 
Parents of Madeline Marduel, who was 
killed by Mr. Shepard’s automobile at St. 
Quen last April 24. 

The case came up upon the opening 
of the court. Mr. Shepard was present, 
accompanied by his counsel, Maitre | 
Anquetin. The defendant rose and-stood 
facing the Judge while sentence was pro- 
nounced. Th Judge lengthily reviewed 
the circumstanes of the accident, and 
said the automobile exceeded the regu- 
lation speed limit of twenty-five to thirty 
kilometers an hour. Such excessive 
speed was a menace to the public, and 
should be severely punished. 

The Judge also pointed out that the girl | 
killed was twelve years old and a useful | 
assistant to her family. Therefore the | 
family was entitled to pecuniary redress 
for her He then pronounced the 
sentence. 

Following the announcement Mr. Shep- | 
ard and his withdrew from the} 
courtroom for the purpose of considering 
the question of making an appeal- or 
adopting some other step. 

After ecnf2rring with counsel, friends | 
of Mr. Shepard said he intended to appeal 
from the fine and imprisonn-ent, but that 
the company insuring the automobile 
would not appeal from the $4,000 
ages awarded to the parents of the 
girl. The appeal postpones the imprison- 
ment uhtil a final decision is given. 

Mr Shepard says he deeply regrets the 
affair, but feels that the prosecution as- 
sumed undue proportions owing to the 
recent popular agitation against fast au- 
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loss.

20 HURT IN A CRASH 
ON THE NEW BRIDGE 


‘Runaway Car Jams Into Two 
| That Were Stalled. 





HAVOC IN THE MIDDLE CAR 


Telescoped and the Passengers Pinned 
Down—Motorman Who Stuck to 
His Post May Die. 


| A broken-down truck on the Williams- 
burg Bridge yesterday morning was pri- 
marily responsible for an accident that 
may cost two men their lives and causéd 
injuries to more than twenty persons. 
There were three cars in the wreck. The 
first one, No. 2,057 of the Fourteenth 
Street line, came to a stop near the Man- 
hattan terminal just behind the truck, 
whichyhad cast a wheel and had slewed 
across the trolley tracks. Behind it came 


Car No, 2,757 of the same line. It came to 
a stop within a few 
|A minute later a car of the Christopher 
and Eighth Street line came down the in- 
cline leading to the terminal at full speed. 

At first the motorman, John Holden, of

that the car ahead was stalied. When he 
realized that it was stalled he made fran- 
tic efforts to control his car, but it had 
gained too great headway or else some- 
thing went wrong with the brakes. The 
real reason may never be known, for Hol- 
den has been unconscious in the Kastern 
District Hospital ever since the accident. 
He has a compound fracture of the skull 
and internal injuries that will probably 
cause his death, 

The third car crashed into the one ahead, 
jamming it into the car stalled in front.

MISS BLAKE NOT A 


Interested in the Ronalds 
Suit, Declare That. 


The friends of Elizabeth N. Blake, the 
young woman to whom Peter Lorillard 
Ronalds, the whip, who died last Sat- 
urday, deeded valuable real estate, now 
deny that she is a spiritualist. Regi- 
nald Ronalds, his son, is now seeking to 
have the deeds set aside on the ground 
that his father’s signature was obtained 
by fraud. 

In his petition the son asserts that his 
father, when he signed the deeds, wat 
more than 75 years old, and that Miss 
Blake, to induce him to sign, used ‘‘coer- 
clon, fraud, and undue influence.” 

Reginald Ronalds asserts in his peti- 
tion that to secure the deeds from his 
father Miss Blake ‘‘represented to him 
and induced him to believe the, sald in- 
struments should be executed and de- 
livered by him in obedience to the com- 
mands of the spirits of certain relatives 
of the said Peter Lorillard Ronalds, Sr., 
who were long since deceased," 

This is the only mention made of spir- 
itualism in the petition, It does not 
make clear whether the plaintiff. charges 
Miss Blake with personally acting as a 
médium, or induced Mr. Ronalds to vis- 
it other persons who made the alleged 
deception. 

Miss Blake, who is in the house at which 
Mf. Ronalds died, 113 East Thirty-fifth 
Street, denied herself to callers yesterday.

| President of Johns Hopkins University 
| Says It Should Be Discountenanced.

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 26.—President Rem- 
sen of Johns Hopkins University to-day ex- 
pressed himself in favor of college athletics 
when ruled by the spirit of fair play. 

**I am not opposed to football as a game ™’ 
he said, ‘‘ though I take little personal interest 
in it. I do think, however, that football is 
peculiarly open to a number of unfair practices 
which [ regard as very reprehensible to all; 
such violation of fair play as sRigging purposé- 
ly, injuring an opponent, and every form of 
intentional roughness I am unalterably opposed 
to. Such things not only endanger life and 
limbs, but degrade the moral sense of the 
players as well. I once had a conversation 
upon the subject with a well-known football 
player. , 

«Ts it true,’ I asked of him, ‘that in foot- 
ball certain actions directly contrary to the 
rules of the game, such as slugging, are not 
regarded with disapproval so long as the 
offender is not detected? He admitted that it 
was true. ‘ Then,’ sald I, ‘ football played thus 
is an immoral game.’ 

‘*] have no reason to believe, however, that 
such practices are countenanced itn most col- 
leges, Certainly they are not countenanced 


here,’’

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 26.—The great | 


strike promises to delay and possibly to 
interrupt the negotiations for a new Rus- 
sian loan. 

The foreign bankers who are here do 
not seem to be greatly disturbed by the 
situation, although they are constantly 
in receipt of letters from the revolu- 
tionists warning them that if they ar- 


range a loan without the consent of the 
National Assembly it will be repudiated. 
Nevertneless they are not disposed to 
close with the Government until the situ- 
ation has cleared up. 

The fact that the strike may jeopar- 
dize the success of the loan is one of 
the most potent weapons in the hands of 
the opponents of the Government, and 
makes the foreign bankers the uncon- 
scious allies of the advocates of far- 
reaching reforms.

The 351 
men were making frantic efforts to 
escape, and scores tried to get out of the 
windows at once. When the heavily bar- 
ricaded door at last went in with a 
crash a hundred or more men made a 
rush to get through it. Moss told his men 
to draw their revolvers, and they did, 
flourishing them and threatening to shoot. 

Before the panic had subsided Hartman 
and Shortwell went through the crowd 
and picked out the men they wanted. 
The names of the rest were taken. The 
Sewer man, Joseph Burck, was arrested 
ater. 

The loft was partitioned off, and in one 
corner were hundreds of boxes of goods. 
The detectives say these were put there 
for a ruse. At one end of the loft was a 
spacious office, where ten men were kept 
busy recording bets, ‘‘ writing sheet,” 
and chalking up the names of winning 
horses. On the walls, clear around the 
loft, were racing sheets, charts, and pict- 
ures, while an immense blackboard bore 
the names of the entries. The detectives 
confiscated all this stuff, along with a 
Morse telegraph instrument and other 
racing paraphernalia. The place was 
fitted up in elaborate style. 

The place was raided several times by 
Eggers, when he was in command of the 
Vice Squad, and by Capt. Martens, but 
in every instance the prisoners were dis- 
charged for lack of evidence.
